State senate rejects impact study legislation 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —A conservationist -opposed 
bill aimed at softening the force of a state Supreme 
Court ruling that requires environmental impact reports 
on many private construction projects was rejected 
Sunday night by the Senate. 


The bill, which was described by its author as a 
“safety valve’ measure, would allow a moratorium until 
June 1,1973 on filing the reports for private projects and 
give the legislature time to clarify the Environmental 
Quality Act of 1970. 


The upper house turned back Walsh s measure and 
acted on some 25 other pieces of legislation in an unusual 
weekend meeting of almost two hours. 
The 37 senators who were at their desks shortened 
their Thanksgiving holiday and collected $120 each by 


protecting their $30 a day expense allowances. 
Legislators receive the daily expense allowance 
providing they do not adjourn for more than three days 
at one time. 
The Assembly, which like the Senate recessed last 
Wednesday, chose to give up the expense allowance for 
its members and return to work Monday. 


The legislature has set an adjournment date for 
Friday, and before they call it quits they must decide on 
a major $1.1 billion property-tax relief school finance bill 
backed by Gov. Ronald Reagan and Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys. 


The state court’s ruling on the Environmental Quality 
Act resulted in confusion among local government, 
business and construction officials who claimed the 


decision would bring the state’s building industry to a 
halt. 
In its controversial decision, the court ruled 6-1 that 
environmental impact reports must be filed on private 
as well as public projects which pose a “significant” 
impact on the environment. 
During debate on the Walsh measure, a proponent of 
the bill, Sen. George Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, 
warned that “multi-million dollars in projects are 
coming to a halt.” 


Another supporter of Walsh’s bill, Sen. Ralph C. Dills, 
I>Gardena, argued that “every man on this floor knows 
our intent was not to include private projects” in the 
environmental impact report requirements when the 
1970 law was enacted. 


Sen. Peter H. Behr,R<Tiburon, who spoke against the 
measure, declared approval of the bill “could really 
mess up the state in six or seven months.” 
Besides the Walsh bill, two other measures aimed at 
clarifying 
the 
Environmental 
Quality 
Act 
were 
introduced after the recent court ruling. 


A measure by Assemblyman William T. Knox, D- 
Richmond, would set a 120-day moratorium ontheeffect 
of the court’s ruling. However, conservationist groups 
have thrown their support behind a bill by Assemblyman 
1 aul Priola,R Pacific Palisades, which they say would 
do most to protect the environment while the law is 
clarified. 
Both the Knox and Priola bills are pending before 
Senate committees.

U.S. per capita defense spending only second best in world 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 1970 the United States' per 
capita expenditure on defense was $379, but the figure was 
only second in the world. 
The title of the highest per capita expenditure in the 
world went to Israel—$477 for every’ man. woman and child. 
The statistics come from a 58-page world military 
expenditures report compiled bv the U.S. Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency and made public Sunday. 
The survey said the Soviet Union was third in per capita 
arm s expenditures with $270, followed by Sweden with $139 
The analysis noted it was not possible to compile precise 


statistics for many countries which do not make figures 
public or which use different accounting methods. 
It pointed out that during a recent year estim ates of the 
Soviet military budget varied from $40 billion to $84 billion. 
Calculations of China’s outlays as a portion of its gross 
national product (GNP) ranged* from 5 to 15 per cent. The 
report 
took 
the 
middle 
ground, 
estim ating China s 
expenditures in 1970 at $10 billion, or 8 3 per cent of its 
GNP. and the Soviet military budget at $65 billion, or 6 to 10 
percent of its GNP. 
The American budget was $77.8 billion, or 7.5 per cent of 


the U.S. gross national product for the survey year. 
This year, the report said, U.S. defense spending has 
dropped to $76.5 billion or 6.4 per cent of the GNP, the 
lowest proportion devoted to defense since before the 
Korean War, which started in 1950. 
Figures for Russia and China for the last two years were 
not available. 
The study also revealed that the United States spends 
more than one-third of all the money expended on defense 
throughout the world. U.S. outlays during the past decade 
ranged from a high of 42 per cent of the world total to a low 


of 35 per cent last year 
The largest portion of national wealth is devoted to 
military expenditures by the nations of the Middle East and 
Indochina, the survey showed. Topping the list in 1970 for 
the second year in a row was South Vietnam, which spent 34 
per cent of its GNP on defense. 
Israel was second with 25.1 per cent, followed by Jordan 
with 20.5 per cent and North Vietnam with 20 per cent. 
Other nations which put more than 10 per cent of their GNP 
into military expenditures were Laos, Cambodia. North 
Korea. Syria, Saudi Arabia. Albania and Iraq.

FA IR FIELD , Calif ( UPI) — The trial of 
mass-murder suspect Juan V.

It w as revealed during the weekend that 
the cost of prosecuting Corona has reached 
nearly $200,000. According to officials in 
Sutter 
County, 
where 
the 
murders 


occurred in the Spring of 1971, the state 
began picking up the tab nine months 
before the trial started in September. 
Some of the costs in the Corona case 
have included: 
—An $8,000 electronic mockup of the 
Sutter County orchards with blinking lights 
to indicate the graves of the slain itinerant 
workers 
—A trip to Florence, Italy by two San 
Francisco detectives to investigate a clue. 
—A new $45-an-hour prosecutor added to 
the case since the trial started 
Sutter County adm inistrator Larry Cilley 
said the county ran out of money last 
January and began sending its bills to the 
State Department of Finance.

Engineering News reported 
last Month that, “ at current 
chemical prices, the adult 
human body is woith |3.50.”

restorative 
to 
wounded 
egos,

discounting 
inflation. But now there is 
even better news 
Biochem ist 
W. 
D. 
Noteboom of the University 
of Missouri at Columbia 
wrote to C&EN taking issue 
with its estimate. 
What C&EN failed to feed 
into its computer, Dr. Note­ 
boom said, is the value of 
human serum. 
This serum, indispensable 
in many medical situations, 
is worth $130 to $170 per liter 
(106 
quarts), 
Noteboom 
said. 
One kind, known as Type 
AB, retails for $270 per liter. 
An adult male human 
being contains about five 
liters of blood, source of the 
precious, life-saving serum. 
So this alone would be 
worth

Add $650 to $3.50 and you 
get $653.50, presumably the 
rockbottom 
value

The first is the 
conservative 
w a y . 
South 
looks over dummy and sees 
that the heart suit is wide 
open against him. He tries 
to cash the first nine tricks, 
but when diamonds fail to 
break he can only collect 
eight.” 
Jim : “ A more enterpris­ 
ing South decides that since 
West didn’t open a heart he 
probably won’t find a heart 
shift if let in early. S o u t h 
wins the club in dum m y and 
plays his eight-spot so that 
West 
won’t 
be 
sure 
that 
E a st’s three-spot play had 
not been made from queen- 
three-two. Then South leads 
the four of spades from dum ­ 
my and sticks in his 10-spot. 
West is in with the queen 
and if he is gifted with sec­ 
ond sight will shift to the 
king of hearts and beat South 
two tricks.” 
Oswald: “ If West is just 
a normal good bridge player 
he will lead another club. 
Now South will have two 


chances 
to c o l l e c t nine 
tricks. All he will need is a 
break in either spades or 
diamonds. 
T h e 
diamonds 
haven’t shifted around any 
so they don’t break, but the 
spades were divided nicely 
and the game m akes.” 
Jim : 
“ South 
m ay 
even 
wind up with 10 tricks on 
this line of play. If he runs 
spades, West may just part 
with a diamond when the 
fourth spade is led.”

Baseball's problems: 
emotion and greed

The 
game 
with 
all 
the 
emotion today, the one that 
stirs the fans the most, 
unquestionably is football. 
You don’t need any polls 
to tell you that. 
There used to be a time 
when 
baseball 
was 
the 
nation's leading emotional 
game. Not only from the 
standpoint of the fans who'd 
discuss the game by the 
hour, argue about it and live 
by it. But also from the 
standpoint of the players, 
who creating a rich history 
of their own, realized they 
were and delighted in it. 
Today 
much 
of 
the 
emotion 
has 
disappeared 
f rom 
b a s e b a l l . 
The 
motivation which used to be 
a trademark of such once- 
great organizations as the 
St. Louis Cardinals, New 
York 
Yankees 
and 
New 
York Giants simply doesn't 
exist to anywhere near the 
degree it once did. 


Certainly 
the 
baseball 
players of today don't get 
half 
as 
emotional 
about 
their work as the football 
players do. To the great 
majority 
of 
baseball 
players, it’s merely a job 
and little more. 
“I've always been called 
the 
‘champion' 
of 
the 
ballplayers, the only one 
that always defends them,’’ 
says 
Frank 
Lane, 
the 
Milwaukee Brewers’ exec. 
“They call me that, I 
suppose, because I honestly 
like ballplayers and make 
no secret of the fact. That 
doesn't mean I am blind to 
the change that has taken 
place 
in them 
Baseball 
actually 
is an emotional 
game highly emotional. It 
was, anyway, and to some 
extent that emotion among 
the players is still there. 
But 
the 
fact 
is they’re 
prouder of their players' 
association today than of 
the clubs they work for. The 
fans? They come third with 
a good percentage of the 
ballplayers. 
“I’ve 
been 
in baseball 
forty years and anybody 
who knows me knows I’m 
not forever harping back to 
the good old days. Still, 
when ballplayers used to get 
together years ago, they’d 
t al k 
a bo u t 
w i n n i n g 
ballgames and getting base 
hits. Now when they get 
together all they generally 
talk about is money.’’ 


There’s no question the 
players' strike of last spring 
hurt baseball. It hurt the 
players, the owners and the 
general image of the game. 
Marvin Miller, the head of 
the Players' Association, is 
an extraordinarily capable 
man 
He 
has 
done 
a 
remarkable 
job 
in 
the 
players' public behalf but 
even he’d admit the players’ 
public relations have been 
handled poorly. 
The way it is now most 
people think the ballplayers 
are 
enormously 
greedy. 
They think every ball player 
is a millionaire when in fact 
only 22 out of 660 major 
leaguers earn as much as 
$100,000 a year and more 
than half the 
remainder 
receive less than $40,000 and 
average less than five years 
at their occupation. 


As matters now stand, the 
fans 
generally 
have 
an 
incorrect 
impression 
of 
ballplayers and the players 
have that same incorrect 
impression of clubowners. 
The players peg most of 
t h e i r 
o w n e r s 
as 
cheapskates, 
and 
that 
makes a man like Frank 
Lane laugh 


“1 remember signing Stan 
Musial for $90,000 one year 
when 
I 
was 
general 
m a n a g e r 
wi t h 
the 
Cardinals," he said “ I had 
occasion to call up Gussie 
Busch (the Cards' owner) 
and after telling him what 1 
did he said, ‘I’ve never had a 
$100,000 ballplayer Do you 
mind making Stan's salary 
$100.000 instead of $90,000' 
I told him I didn’t mind at 
all It was his money “ 
That was 16 years ago 
when 
there 
was 
more 
emotion in baseball. More 
among 
the 
owners, 
the 
players and the fans

“We'd never buy that," 
said one of the players. 
“In other words, you think 
only owners make money?’’

“Ok, I’ll tell you what I'll 
do,'' said Lane. “I'll make 
each

each a $10,000 contract to 
start with and see to it you 
all share proportionately in 
the club profits, assuming 
there are any at the end of 
the season Say we make a 
million dollars. Each of you 
would get one 20th of that.

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Treasure hunters dig oak island

OAK ISLAND, Nova Scotia 
—(N E A ) — The story prob­ 
ably began in 1795. Probably. 
Nothing about the story is 
sure. Nothing. History has it 
that three young men were 
exploring the eastern edge 
of this lonely cay when they 
stumbled i n t o a curious 
clearing. In the middle of the 
clearing was a large tree 
with a branch lopped off. On 
that branch was an ancient 
rigging of maritime ball and 
tackle. And below the rig­ 
ging, in the spongy earth, 
was an elaborate, bizarre, 
damnable hole which has ex­ 
cited and confounded adven­ 
turers for the nearly two cen­ 
turies since. 
The hole on Oak Island 
was determined to be about 
10 feet in diameter and 200 
or more f eet deep. Man- 
made, w i t h o u t question. 
Someone, s o m e time, for 
some reason, had fitted the 
shaft with at least a dozen 
log platforms at 10-foot in­ 
tervals. 


On one of the levels, so it’s 
said, there rested a reward 
fit for royalty. Shortly after 
the shaft was discovered a 
team of sweaty excavators 
was supposed to have un­ 
earthed a crudely written 
( e t c h e d in flagstone) an­ 
nouncement, left by the or­ 
iginal diggers no do u b t , 
which read: “ Forty feet be­ 
low two million pounds are 
buried.” 


Thus began the mystery of 
Oak Island. A tiny spot of 
scrubby vegetation, a few 
hundred yards into Mahone 
Bay, 45 miles southwest of 
Halifax, the land has become 
a death trap for some and a 
delight for others. Beneath 
this wind-blown 130 acres is 
interred either pirate booty, 
Inca gold, a king’s ransom 
or nothing but the giggling 
e c h o s of some long ago 
prankster. But whatever it 
is, men have now spent more 
than $2 million o v e r 177 
years to find it, and this 
search makes the cay one of 
the oldest, most exasperating 
“ treasure islands” in the 
world. 


By any measure, the years 
of hunting have been marked 
with incompetence, naivete 
and habitual ignorance. E v ­ 
erybody f r o m trespassing 
children to well-heeled con­ 
sortiums has taken turns 
picking away at what has be­ 
come known as the island’s 
‘ Money Pit.” In the process 
six men have died (four at 
one time, in 1965), self inter­ 
est has made legend of reali­ 
ty and reality of legend, and 
the treasure itself — “ buried 
by men much more clever 
t h a n we” — is perhaps no 
nearer the surface now than 
ever. 


Part of the reason for the 
island’s unlocked secret is 
th e ingenious engineering 
ability of whomever first laid 
it to rest (observers agree 
the task must have taken at 
least 200 men at least two 
years). The Money Pit shaft 
rested atop two 500 foot “ pro­ 
tection” tunnels which were 
connected to the bay. At high 
tide, the tunnels filled with 
water, but were kept from 
the shaft itself (it’s believed) 
by an airlock formed by the 
alternating layers of plat­ 
form sealings. When early 
explorers, in their eagerness, 
broke through the platforms, 
the pressure dropped and the 
shaft filled with the sea. Dig­ 
gers in 1804 barely escaped 
the first floods with their 
lives. 


But the lust of humankind, 
too, is to blame for the dec­ 
ades of largely unproductive 
search here. In their haste to 
get the goods, generations of 
explorers have all but oblit­ 
erated much of the island’s 
early promise. In the 1840s, 
according to some versions, 
excavators came within a 
few yards of what was be­ 
lieved to be a platform con­ 
taining several pirate chests, 
then blew the bounty with 
carelessness. 
The 
s h a f t 
caved in and the chests, if 
that’s what they were, fell 
to new and even more im­ 
penetrable d e p t h s . Since 
then the island has been dug 
and redug to an extent that 
old landmarks have been 
destroyed, old maps are now 
useless, old leads now dead. 


Still, t h e r e remains the 
magnetic, almost mystical 
lure. And some tantalizing 
bits of evidence. Gold links 
were found in the teeth of 
one excavation drill in 1849, 
ancient parchment was un- 
c o v e r e d in 1897 — and a 
heart-shaped, hand-crafted 
stone which was dug out in 
1931 was determined by the 
Smithsonian Institution to be 
identical to those found at 
entrances to b u c c a n e e r 
“ communal banks” in Haiti 
and Madagasgar. 
Indeed. It’s all very tan­ 
talizing. “ S o m e t h i n g is 
buried out there,” insists 
Ivan Shortliffe, a collector of 
Oak I s l a n d memorabilia. 
And if it’s t r e a s u r e , it 


Pirates' booty or 


plenty of nothing?

wouldn’t be the first gold 
found in the area. Shortliffe 
says 
an

ragpicker, 
earlier this century, sudden­ 
ly stopped working one day 
and lived for the rest of his 
life in suspicious splendor. 
Children who approached his 
property, on the shore, were 
c h a s e d away. Questions 
about his income were ig­ 
nored. “ When he died,” says 
Shortliffe, “ the old man left 
a trust fund that still buys a 
grave for anyone here who 
wants to be buried for free. 
Yes, yes, many people feel 
the old man found a treas­ 
ure.” 
So it is here, despite re-

peated Oak Island failures, 
the 
enticement, continues. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
put some money into one ex­ 
pedition in the 1930s. Texas 
oil companies have sunk ex­ 
ploratory shafts. People with 
divining rods and radar con­ 
trivances have given it a go. 
“ I am on the trail of great 
w e a l t h , ” said 56-year-old 
circus performer R o b e r t 
Restall here in 1960. Few 
months later he fell and died 
m his shaft; so did his son 
and two others who jumped 
in to pull him out. 
And the digging goes on. 
Presently the operation is 
under the control of 58-year- 
old, one time well-to-do Mi­ 
ami construction contractor 
D a n i e l Blankenship. He 
heard about Oak Island in 
1965, then read “ every pirate 
book in the Dade County 
Library." W i t h that as a 
start, Blankenship wound up 
his Florida business, got in 
a car and drove to Nova 
Scotia. “ 1 was bit. That's all. 
Maybe I was a fool—I made 
$100,000 in my last year in 
Miami and I ’ve spent a lot 
of it here. But what could I 
do? It was like a mountain: 
I saw it and had to climb ." 
Blankenship has done prec­ 
ious little climbing here, nat­ 
urally — Oak cay is as flat 
as a coat of paint. But he 
has apparently reached a 
level of vision, and opportu­ 
nity, few of his predecessors 
enjoyed. Financed by a pa­ 
tient group of millionaires 
(who’ve spent $600,000 in six 
years), he has gone about his 
experiment scientifically as 
well as expensively. He early 


Chinese building elaborate 
air raid shelters 


abandoned ideas about the 
original M o n e y Pit (like 
many others, he feels that 
the shaft was merely a de­ 
coy), and has recently been 
concentrating on a hole of 
his own, 200 feet closer to the 
water. Using diving gear, 
two-way radios, tape record­ 
ers and even TV cameras he 
has bet his entire wad that 
“ Whatever it is, and I ’m not 
saying what it is, is right 
below our feet. I know some­ 
thing is down there. I ’ve seen 
it with my own two eyes.” 
W h a t 
Blankenship 
has 
seen, via a watertight TV 
eye, has been both grotesque 
and intriguing. On one occa- 


happens.” Some years ago, 
while drilling, the Blanken­ 
ship crew hit something so 
hard it stopped a diamond 
bit. “ It has to be iron at 
least,” they decided. Then, 
after applying full power, the 
drill went t h r o u g h . 
We 
knew that whatever it was 
had to be lodged in the drill 
casing. So we started to pull 
the casing up, in 10-foot sec­ 
tions. I warned the men that 
we were going too fast. But 
we w e r e all eager. Then, 
finally, when we got to the 
last casing, we all heard this 
loud noise. 
Whatever was 
lodged broke loose and fell 
all the way back down. My 
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sion, looking 200 feet down, 
he saw what appeared to be 
a human hand floating lazily 
in the murky water. To veri­ 
fy the image he called in his 
men, one by one, to make in­ 
dependent judgments. “ When 
I said to one guy that it could 
be a glove, he said. ‘Glove 
hell, that's a g o d d a mn 
hand ” Blankenship specu­ 
lates that his drill cut the 
hand away from its body, 
and adds: “ It’s a well-known 
fact that pirates often buried 
their d i g g e r s with their 
treasure. 
That way there 
were no witnesses. 
As for 
the hand itself, still fleshy. 
Blankenship says: “ I ’ve had 
pathologists teil me that if 
people were buried so far 
down, they could still have 
all their flesh and hair Be­ 
cause there’s no oxygen that 
deep to eat it away ” 
Besides the hand image, 
which was never permanent­ 
ly recorded, Blankenship has 
a portfolio of photographs of 
such things as chests, human 
h e a d s , footprints, etc, At 
least, he sees them as such 
The photos are foggy. The 
images clear as mud. Even 
Blankenship a d m i t s that 
After all this time, I may 
be seeing what I want to 
see.” 
Certainly Blankenship, like 


so many other Oak Island 
prospectors, could be for­ 
given some honest exaggera­ 
tion. His lot for six years 
(six days a week) has been 
much more frustration than 
fruition. “ So many times,” 
he says, “ we h a v e been 
close 
But then something 


God. What a disappointment. 
I felt like going out and get­ 
ting stone drunk.” 
B e s i d e s the disappoint­ 
ment. there has been con­ 
siderable d a n g e r . Once, 
when lowered 120 feet below 
the water level in his shaft, 
Blankenship discovered that 
the air hose to his diving cap 
was k i n k e d “ I had this 
emergency air tank strapped 
to my leg. Good thing. I told 
my men to get me the hell 
out of there. As it was, by 
the time 1 got out (slowly, to 
prevent the bends) I had one 
breath of air left ” 
Yet, with it all, Dan Blank­ 
enship d i g s on. And he 
doesn't e v e n care if he 
brings up treasure any more, 
“ just so I find something 
down there.” He says he has 
discovered a h u g e round 
cavern near the bottom of 
his shaft, with a pair of blind 
room-like dugouts on either 
side. Surely, he speculates, 
with an unspoken prayer, 
“ this must be it.” But must 
it really? And even if it is, 
what, after all, is “ it?” 
No fewer than 15 major 
operations have dug into Oak 
Island in the last nine dec­ 
ades. But to this day nobody 
knows what the burrowers 
have been after. Inca gold? 
Unlikely. Crown jewels? Pre­ 
posterous. One fellow has 
said the treasure is money, 
“ at the bottom of an inverted 
pyramid,” left there by God 
for the poor. The most likely 


possibility is that Oak Island 
was used by pirates as a 
kind of Z u r i c h in Nova 
Scotia, a place where the bad 


guys could hide their ill-got­ 
ten loot in a common vault 
for a common cause. Such, 
at least, was done in other 
parts of the world. 


There are those, of course, 
joy-killers all, who believe 
the whole thing is a gigantic 
fraud. That half truths gave 
b i r t h to the Oak Island 
legend and pranksters have 
kept it alive. The view is that 
pirates 
may 
have socked 
something away at one time 
(why e l s e the elaborate 
money pit?), but then re­ 
moved it and left the shaft 
network here as a ruse. Says 
one local: “ I can see them 
laughing in t h e i r graves 
now.” 


But who knows? Perhaps 
we never shall know. 
And 
perhaps, in a way, we never 
should. “ I saw enough to 
know there was a treasure 
buried here,” said a pros­ 
pector who failed late last 
century, “ and e n o u g h to 
know that no one will ever 
get it out.” 


Moon may be 
younger 
than earth

The moon may be younger 
than Earth but made of 
older materials and may 
contain large deposits of 
sapphires 
and 
rubies, 
a 
scientist said today. 
Dr. 
Don L. 
Anderson, 
d ire c to r 
of 
the 
seismological laboratory of 
the California Institute of 
Technology, 
revealed 
his 
new theory of the moon's 
origin, 
composition 
and 
evolution in the scientific 
periodicals “ Nature’’ and 
“ Science.” Cal Tech said 


He also said the moon’s 
interior may be so hot at the 
present 
time that 
it 
is 
molten, and its outer shell 
may be 120 miles thick, 
compared with the 50-mile 
thick shell of earth. 


The moon did not begin to 
form until the earth was 
halfway 
“ assembled” , 
Anderson said 


He said the solar system 
was once a rotating disc of 
very hot gas which cooled 
during billions of years. The 
planets, moons and other 
heavenly bodies condensed 
out of the hot gas as it 
cooled 
and 
reached 
temperatures at which the 
elements turned to solids. 


The center of the gas 
cloud, or nebula, became 
the sun 


“ Moon-like bodies were 
probably abundant in the 
early 
solar 
system 
and 
formed 
the 
nuclei 
upon 
which 
later 
condensates 
accreted 
to 
form 
the 
planets,” he said. “ Most of 
the interiors of earth and 
the 
other 
inner 
planets—Mercury, 
Venus 
and Mars—are composed 
mostly of later condensates 
and 
lower 
temperature 
minerals, 
although 
their 
original nuclei would be 
moon-like.” 


“ During 
the 
early 
formation of the moon, one 
of the first minerals to come 
out 
of 
the 
gas 
was 
corundum,’’ 
he 
said. 
“ Corundum, when colored 
by impurities, is known as 
sapphire or ruby,” and “ the 
deep interior of the moon 
has abundances of these 
minerals, ” Anderson said.

Down the stairway from 
the 
clothing 
shop, 
you 
encounter

wide and barely six feet 
high which lead eventually 
to wider and deeper tunnels. 
As 
you 
w a lk , 
a 
loudspeaker system along 
the 
corridors 
blares 
recorded 
music—“ Melody 
for Welcome” and “ Sailing 
the Seas Depends on the 
Helmsman.” You see signs 
giving the direction of the 
tunnel and the name of the 
particular shop to which a 
nearby entrance or exit 
leads. 
After a 10-minute walk 
through the maze you arrive 
at a large, well-lighted room

material. The temperature 
there and throughout the 
tunnel system, according to 
thermometers on the walls, 
is 58 degrees.

Senator suggest 
Indians run BIA 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
— James Abourezk, a newly 
elected Senator who was born and reared on a Sioux 
reservation in South Dakota, has suggested that Indians be 
allowed to run the government s Bureau of Indian Affairs 
< B IA ), the recent target of Indian hostilities. 
Abourezk. a Democrat, said on UPI's “ Washington 
Window ’ Sunday that the six-day siege at the BIA which 
caused an estimated $2 million damage showed there is 
something very seriously wrong with the way we've 
handled Indians affairs and that there ought to be 
something different done.” 
In a separate interview, Peter MacDonald, Chairman of 
the Navajo Nation, said the occupation and destruction of 
the BIA building m Washington demonstrated the extensive 
“ despair and frustration” felt by Indians throughout 
America. 
Abourezk, whose Lebanese father ran a trading post on 
the Rosebud reservation where he was bom, said the 
government must stop trying “ to wrench them (the 
Indians) away, pull them away from their culture.” 
One solution, he said, would be to remove the BIA from 
the control of the Interior Department "There ought to be 
some system of electing Indian people by the Indian people 
themselves so that they can run as a commission or board, 
they can run the Bureau of Indian Affairs.“ 
This is needed, he added, because all the government 
agencies and institutions from the presidency down to the 
BIA have failed in their stewardships of the Indian people. 
Abourezk rejected a proposal by some Indian leaders that 
the BIA be abolished because that would make many 
Indians insecure and would "have a very damaging effect 
on most of the Indians of this country ..”

Striker loophole 


One 
of 
the 
more 
unusual 
strike 
situations in the country is that against 
Dow Chemical’s Bay City, Mich., plant. 
Thanks to a legal loophole, 135 out of 166 
workers who have been on strike since 
Feb. 
6 
are 
co llectin g 
tax-free 
unemployment checks. What galls the 
company is that under Michigan law, the 
money to pay the workers — more than 
$2,500 a week — is charged back to Dow. 
The loophole was created by a 1968 court 
ruling that arose out of a labor dispute 
involving Great Lakes Steel Corp. During 
this strike, several skilled tradesmen took 
jobs with another company, only to be laid 
off by their new employers a few weeks 
later. They filed for, and were denied, 
unemployment benefits. 
The case went to the Michigan Supreme 
Court, which ruled that a striker is entitled 
to unemployment benefits earned while 
working for his primary employers if he 
obtained 
subsequent 
employment, 
no 
matter how short. 
According to Dow, its Bay City strikers 
got one-day jobs, some of them working as

little as an hour or two in total. They then 
filed for unemployment benefits, which 
average $79 a week. 
“The strikers are so well off that they 
aren’t inclined to give anything away in 
bargaining," 
complains 
a 
Dow 
spokesman. 
Not that one can do much high living on 
$79 a week. The situation is, however, one 
more example of something which many 
feel threatens the balance of the collective 
bargaining process — the trend toward 
giving more and more public assistance to 
striking workers. 
According to one estimate, the cost of 
food stamps and other welfare aid to 
strikers 
could 
reach 
$304 
million 
nationwide in 1973. The public is not only 
getting stuck with the tab for these 
welfare subsidies, critics charge, but it is 
also bearing the burden of longer and more 
frequent strikes. 
In the meantime, both Dow Chemical 
and the U.S. Chamber of Commerce have 
filed suit in Federal District Court asking 
that this particular loophole be declared 
illegal. 


After Mao, who? 


There is considerable concern at 
higher levels of the administration 
that the new relationship with China 
could go sour in the years just 
ahead. 
Things are going well now. No 
great developments are in the works 
— nothing sensational, on the order 
of disarmament, trade, investment 
and credit deals, such as have been 
made with the Soviets. Nothing is 
expected in the foreseeable future. 
But 
relations 
in 
general are 
moving 
along 
smoothly. 
Our 
contacts with Peking seem quite 
well based and unlikely to go bad. 
The 
problem 
is 
that 
our 
relationships depend on the group in 
power in China now. That group 
may not last long. For one thing, the 
purges have been so thorough there 
are but a handful of powerful men at 
the top. All are very old. Some are 
sickly. 
Even more importantly, there are 
signs of a deep power struggle. The 
reports are frequent and convincing. 
What worries the administration 
is simple. They do not know who the 
men are who would succeed Mao 
Tse-tung and Chou En-lai. They 
don’t know what their policies would 
be or their objectives, whether they 
would favor rapporachment with 
the United States or a resumption of

information is so scanty on the 
second and third levels of Chinese 
leadership, how much power and 
how much of a following the younger 
leaders have, that Washington has 
no inkling whatever as to how the 
dice will roll when Mao and Chou no 
longer rule. 
Evidence suggests a balance of 
power in China is now so even and a 
struggle so intense that it has been 
impossible for Mao and Chou to fill 
major vacancies at the highest 
policy and administrative levels of 
government. 
The infighting that preceded the 
death 
of 
Lin 
Piao 
continues 
unabated. There is a question of how 
much 
control 
the 
cen tral 
government 
exerts 
outside 
the 
major cities and the central core 
areas. There are reports which 


suggest that leaders in some major 
provinces run their domains with 
little concern 
for 
orders 
from 
Peking. 
Mao is sick and there is serious 
question as to how much he enters 
into the day-to-day affairs of state. 
Chou is undoubtedly the man on top 
today in the central government. In 
essence it is believed, he rules in 
Mao’s name, making Chou No. 2 in 
theory and No. 1 in practice. 
In recent Chinese history, the man

inevitably gone down to oblivion 
under the concerted attacks of 
rivals 
who 
might

everything else - but not in their 
common desire to bring down the 
chosen successor Of late, both Liu 
Shao-chi and Lin Piao have been 
deposed. 
It is uncertain how long Chou can 
last under the pressure despite the 
success he has had over the years in 
placing his followers in seats of 
influence and in disposing of his 
enemies.

Legislative effrontery 


In their zeal to influence the 
voters decision on Proposition 20, 
the coastline measure, Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti and Senate 
President Pro Tern James Mills 
urged 
newspapers 
to 
refuse 
advertising from opponents. 
Telegrams sent to newspapers, 
probably 
at 
state 
expense, 
by 
Moretti and 
Mills charged the 
advertising was deceptive. In what 
appears to have been an attempt to 
intimidate publishers they wired: 
“It would be a great disservice to 
the public to allow the opponents of 
Proposition 
20 
to 
use 
your 
newspapers 
as 
a 
vehicle 
for 
spreading untruth.” 
Their contention was that the 
opposition claims that the measure 
affected the San Francisco Bay and 
Sacramento - San Joaquin deltas 
was false. They were supported by 
an attorney general opinion. 
The campaign firm placing the 
ads immediately countered that 
their attorneys disagreed with the 
opinion. 
The confusion is understandable. 
Section 27106 of the act defined 
“Sea” to mean “all harbors, bays, 
channels, estuaries, salt marshes 
and other areas subject to tidal 
action.” The SF Bay and deltas 


come within such a definition. The 
contentions of misstatements made 
by both sides can be overlooked. 
What should not be overlooked is 
the effrontery of two legislative 
leaders attempting to interfere with 
the judgement of newspapers. The 
very suggestion that newspapers 
would knowingly circulate untruths 
is insulting. 
Both legislators were supporters 
of the measure. Both sought to use 
their high positions to block honest 
views, 
correct or 
not, 
of 
the 
opposition. 
They 
attempted 
to 
influence newspapers from their 
prestigious platforms. 
In doing so they were throwing 
rocks from glass houses. The ballot 
arguments in support of Proposition 
20 contained in the voter pamphlet 
signed by Moretti indulged in gross 
exaggerations. 
They 
contained 
inflammable statements, published 
at 
state 
expense, 
designed 
to 
mislead. Such wording as “stop our 
beaches 
from 
becoming 
the 
exclusive playgrounds of the rich” 
ignores the many public beaches 
open to and used by millions. Stating 
‘‘bring 
a 
runaway 
construction 
industry back to the cities” is sheer 
demagoguery. 
In another ballot argument, also 


published at state expense, Moretti 
and 
Mills 
represented 
that 
Proposition 4, authored by them, 
would “result in reforms, greater 
efficiency and more responsiveness 
to the public” on the part of the 
Legislature. There is nothing in the 
amendment to do any of these 
things. 
And 
the 
statement 
that 
the 
proposal 
“eliminates 
a 
major 
deficiency 
in 
the 
existing 
Constitution 
which 
allows 
the 
Legislature to remain in session for 
an unlimited period each year” was 
a 
patent 
falsehood. 
It 
doesn't 
eliminate that deficiency at all. To 
the contrary the language would 
permit the Legislature to remain in 
session for an unlimited time for 
two years. 
Moretti s 
action 
in 
charging 
others with duplicity is a clear case 
of the kettle calling the pot black. 
It was Moretti who last year ruled 
a measure had passed the Assembly 
despite the fact it failed to receive 
the 54 votes required for passage by 
the Constitution. It was also Moretti 
who had the record changed several 
days after the fact so that the 
Assembly History would maintain 
the fiction that the measure had 
legally passed.

The stores and bank 
and the one hotel 
were 
there, 
the 
streets flowed and 
loitered with people 
and 
on 
Saturday 
nights there were 
movies at the Old 
Opera House, and, 
after the movies, 
dancing 
Then in the twenties they took 
down the flag pole that had hubbed 
the middle of the crossroads and 
moved it out of the way. It wasn’t a 
dramatic 
event 
but 
it 
quietly 
signaled that people afoot who could 
see 
the flag and 
strolled and 
socialized downtown were losing the 
town 
center 
to 
preoccupied 
motorists who were only on their 
way through it and considered the 
pole a hazard. Lompoc was giving 
its heart to the automobile. 
It was progress Core city crowds 
thinned as North H evolved into a 
main drag in the booms and as 
business crept 
north, 
sidewalks 
became merely an afterthought. 
Then the Lompoc Shopping Center 
counterbalanced the actual center 
of activity north along H to the 
vicinity of Jack in the Box, diverting 
the bulk of the town’s pedestrians 
With this the mass of Lompoc’s 
foot travelers had been transplanted 
from the historical, spiritual town 
c e n t e r 
onto 
modern 
and 
traditionless, undesigned shopping 
arcades, vacant in their glossiness 
of anywhere to loaf or shoot the 
breeze and dominated by a vast 
asphalt prairie for parking 
No longer at the center of the 
town’s activity, could a person say 
“This is my town and this is its 


center and things radiate from 
here. 
And no longer was there any 
reason besides money or material 
goods for being there. 
When the ribbon is cut on the 
Highway 
One 
Bypass 
Freeway 
skirting Lompoc, the automobile, 
that 
wonderful convenience 
but 
accomplished 
social 
fragmenter 
will probably scatter Lompoc even 
further. 


No one can say exactly what’s 
going to happen when the bypass 
freeway opens, maybe in 1975. But 
it’s for sure that it's going to drain 
auto traffic away from the H and 
Ocean intersection and the center 
city.

But 
freeway 
interchanges are irrestible places tc 
locate businesses, all other factors

commercialism 
could 
easily 
blossom around the Ocean Ave , 
Central 
Ave., 
Lompoc-Casmalia 
Road and Burton Mesa onramp-tum 
off points siphoning off even more 
downtown traffic and business with 
it. 
And it may always be cheaper to 
buy newly commercially zoned land 
and slap up strips of development in 
Renaissance 
Plastic 
than 
to 
refurbish the older buildings by then 
declining into blight around H and 
Ocean.
